We have.always had « suspicion that th: 
iorse would do better on a smaller ration 
than is usually fed, if the grain is firstclass 
in quality. Four quarts of oate is usually 
fed three times a day. Some feed even 
more, If the animal bas good hay, ten 
quarte of oatsa day are quite sufficient 
unless it is a large, heavy horee. Barley 
makes an éxcelient food fer horses, but 
when fed it should be mixed with oate. 
{ hone who have tried 1t tell us tiat barley, 
oats and wheat in equal quantities, made 
& 1de€ai ration for the horse. Both peas 
and beans are very atrengthening to the 
norae, 

We have been told that horeesthat purge 
can be cured by mixing a few beans with 
their feed. It is easy of trial, and while 
making the triel we may be atany rate 
sure that we are feeding something that 
will do no harm, but wili be beneficial on 
general principles.

He should have feed 
in store, or know where he cam get it; 
zometimes good intentions, and a desire to 
do the best that can be done, often cause 
loss trom too liberal feeding. This class 
of farmere lose more on thie account than 
by scant feeding, A young animal properly 
fed will give a better return for the food 
maumed than it is possible to obtain 
from an animal after reaching ite full 
maturity. In general, the younger the 
anitnal the greater the return, Yet this is 
one of the hardest facts for the general 
farmer ‘o comprehend. Scant feeding, 
often practiced while waiting for grain or 
other crops to grow, before the feeding 
process begins, will never bring to the 
farmer the profits to be had in an early and 
quick growth, Young. animals shaquld 
have all of the proper kind of food that tney 
will consume, fed at regular intervals, and 
in such quantities as they will clean up, 
and not overtax the appetite for the next 
feeling. Close attention to what are 
regarded as the minor points and small 
details, aré the conditions of success. 


Uneven Teeth. 

The Farming World calis attention to 
the condition in which the teeth of horses 
&re many times found. The molar or back 
weeib in the horse frequently become very 
uneven and sharp upon their faces or 
grinding surfaces in consequence of the 
crusta petoosa, or cement, wearing away 
too rapidly and often leaving deep cavities 
in the teeth which become filled with food 
and soon prove a great source of annoyance 
by interfering with proper mastication, 

his occurs in horses of aii ages, but most 
frequently in old horses. The upper molar 
teeih, being well protected on the outer 
@urface with enamel, wear less rapidiy than 
the lower ones, which are protected upon 
the inver eide. , In consequence of this the 
mens Ee often become very sharp upon 
the outside, and when the reme are drawn 
up thd checks are forced on the sharp edges 
which become sore and often iacerated, 
while the lower ones becoming sharp on the 
inside edges, iacerate the tongue in a 
ei:milar manner. 

The horse trom this cause refuses his food, 
gince mastication causes him severe pain. 
He drives sideways, drools or slobb>rs, 
tossee his nead, etc. He svon beyins to lose 
flesh, the digestive organs become deranged, 
the skin becomes tight, and he gets hide- 
bound, and the animal is perhaps doctored 
for bois, worme and the like. In all theee 
cases the tooth rasp becomes necessary ; 
with that Instrument the sharp corners of 
the teeth are easily tacen off and the horse 
is enabled to feed again in a proper manner. 
If the teeth are in this condition no me:di- 
cine 18 of any avail, Tne veterinary dentis: 
must be called and the tooth rasp is the 
oniy remedy that will prove of any 
‘ervice 


Feed for Horses. 


No horse will do well on poor feed. The 
animal may be driven by hunger to eat 
musty grain or hay, but it does not like to 
do it,and no animal system can be properiy 
nourished if the palate rebels agains: the 
feed, Oate and enrn are the stamiard food 
tor our horses. Corn as an exclusive diet 
is not proper feed fora horse which neede 
& musc.e forming toodand not a fat forming. 
We have ruined millions of dollars. worth 
of horses in this country by stuffing them 
with corn, heating the blood, and causing 
® variety of diseases, including diseases of 
the feet. Oats are a standard horse food, 
bu: how many bushels of cate, that are 
utterly unfit for feeding, “are fed to horees. 
Nothing but plump, bright, clean oate 
shouldever be fed, When grain of any 
kind emelle musty, it is affected with fungus 
that ia infurious to the animal, eepecialiy 
tu the urinary organs, .

Ordinances of 1895. 

The following 1s a hist of the Ordin- 
ances of the North-West Territories 
passed in the first session of the Third

He was found to come 
ofa well-to-do and respectable ‘amily, avd 
evinced considerable abii:ty in his collece 
career.

months or perhaps a year. Before he came 
there he told them that he had occupied 
rooms in the neighborhood of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. . 

The proprietor and. his wife noticed that 
whenever he went out of doors he wore a 
ditlerent suit of clothes to what he did the 
day before, and wuuid often change them 
three or four times a day. tie had eight 
or nine suits of cloties, and the same 
number of hate. He kept very late houre, 
and whenever he returned home his entry 
was quite noiseless. In his room were three 
paire of rubbers coming high over the 
ankles, one pairof which he always used 
when going out at night, 

Un Aug. 7,the date of the second murder, 
the lodging-house keezer was sitting up 
late with his sister, waiting for his wife to 
return from the country. She was expected 
about ‘our a.m., and the two sat up till 
then. A little before four o’ciock tne 
lodger came in, hvoking as though he had 
been having a rather rough time. Whien 
questioned he said that his watch had been 
stolen in Bishopsgate, and gave the name 
of a police station at which he had lodged 
a coinplaint.

TILE LUNATIC IS JACK THE RIPPER. 


Dr. Winslow eaya that tunatice often act 
up to the Scriptural: maxim, ‘if thine eye 
otlend tige pluck it out.’ This was the 
murderer's idea, and he imagined that it 
was his destiny to wipe a social biot from 
the face of tne eartn. His vame or tre 
esylum io which he is confined, the doctor 
retuses to divulge. The police, however, 
admit that tne lunatic now in the asyium ts 
‘Jack the Ripper.’ 

Now that the facts concerning hie me- 
thods are known, much of the speculation 
concerning the marvellous Way in which he 
eecaped arrest is set at rest. He wae oe 
young man of quiet appearance and not 
likely toattract any undue attention, while 
his constant change of clothing would pre 
vent che remote contingencie® Of anyone 
becoming familar with bie appearance in 
Whitechapel. He was -extremely active,. 
and when Shed with the noiseless ribbers, 
could make /hie escape where another man 
less adapted for the work, would have 
failed, 

Dr. Winslow says that a sane men, how- 
ever active, would have been caught very 
soon, Constant experience has convince! 
him that the lunatic’s cunning and quickness 
of action cannot be equaiied by a man in 
the full possession of nis mental facuities. 

After the authorities had convinced 
themselves that the man they had was the 
actual perpetrator of the terrible deeds o! 
the preceeding year, they decided to make 
no public statement. The man was violente 
ly insane and could not be punisied, theres 
fore it was considered best to yuiet!y eon- 
fine him in the asylum and not re-open the 
harrowing details of the murders. 

He is still living in the asyium, and ts 
subject to ocaasional outbresks of homicidal 
mania, Neither the police nor Dr, Winsiow 
can be said to have actualy run the mania 
to earth, but he was undoubtedly frightene: 
away by the publication of the doctor's 
clues showing what hie habite were, where 
he had been and where he was likeiy to be. 

The identity of the man’e disease, for it 
was really nothing else, with the diagnosis 
formed after the early murdere by Dr 
Forbes Winslow, is indeed @ remarkable 
tribute to modern ecience of criminology 
and the acientific etudy of the insane.

The conception that the doctor had 
formed of the way the entire eeries of 
murders had been committed was cor- 
roborated aimost exactly by the evident 
propensities of the mystecious lodger. Dr, 
Winelow had said tnat the murderer is one 
and the same pereon; that he hae committed 
the crime suffering from homicidal mania of 


the morbid belief that the delusion 
entertained by him has direct reference to 
the part of the bodies removed. That 
under that delusion and deeiring to directly 
infiuence the morality of the world, and 
imagining that he has a certain destiny to 
fulfil, he has chosen, the immoral clase of 
society to vent hie vengeance upon.
